Farmers  will  do  well  to  study  this  table  and  similar  ones  published  from 
year  to  year  with  the  idea  of  determining  the  best  sources  of  seed  supply.

1927 

137  samples  of  Wood’s  Seeds  tested,  of  which 
95%  averaged  well  over  the  requirements  of 
the  Virginia  standard.  With  the  exception  of 
four  out  of  State  dealers,  each  of  which  had 
less  than  12  samples  tested,  Wood’s  Seeds 
were  at  the  top  in  quality  over  all  other 
dealers. 

1928 

The  percentage  of  Wood’s  Seeds,  completely 
and  correctly  tagged  as  required  by  law  dur¬ 
ing  1928  was  91.38%,  whereas  the  average  of 
30  dealers  supplying  seeds  in  the  State  was 
only  69.65%.  Wood’s  Seeds  headed  the  list  in

1929 

For  this  year  118  samples  were  tested,  of 
which  94.92%  were  correctly  tagged,  and  stood 
highest  of  all  dealers  having  over  40  samples 
tested  during  this  period.  Onlly  three  dealers 
topped  this  percentage,  each  of  which  had  very 
few  samples  tested  in  comparison  to  the  above.

While  I 
think  for  a  hay  bean  the  Otootan,  Laredo  and  Biloxi  are  better,  but 
for  hogging  down  or  oil  consumption  I  do  not  think  you  could  better 
the  Tokio.”
